Your Committee on Public Lands and Internal Improvements 
to whom was referred House Bill No. 6, being "An Act to extend cer- 
tein Streets in the District of Honolulu”, have had the same under 
consideration and have insrected the location of the several pro- 
posed extensions. It aprears to your Committee that the Street 
Extensions proposed would improve the City, and would enhance the 
value of property in such localities, which is mostly divided into 


small holdings, many of them not now being near any street, but we 
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do not see that there is any passing need for immediate action in 
the matter to warrant any large expenditure of funds. 

We recommend that the following clause be added at the end 
of the first Section: 

"Provided that the amount of damages does not exceed the betterments 
in the opening of any such Street extension." 

We also recommend that an extension of Queen Street from its 
Present terminus to the Beach Road be added to the Bill, as it will 
open up quite an extent of country that now has no road, and the 
betterments to the land would probably be sufficient to build the 
Road; a deseription of such extension is hereto annexed.

REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE. 


Honolulu, April 20th, 1898. 
President of the Senate, 

Sir: 

In behalf of Senator H. P. Baldwin and myself, Members 
of your Special Committee on Loan Bills Nos. 18, 19, 20 and Zl, I 
beg leave to report as follows: 

Nos. 18 and 19. We are of the opinion that authority 
should be given to the Minister of Finance under these acts to con- 
solidate or to refund the so called London Loans (about a Million 
Dollars) whenever a favorable opportunity should offer itself, but 
at a rate of interest not exceeding 4 1/2 % and at a discount and 
commission not exceeding 10 % and we so recommend. 

Nos. Z0 and 2i. We are in favor of a Loan not exceeding 
One Million Dollars and to give Hawaiian investors a preference. 

I am authorized to state that Senator H. P. Baldwin coneurs 


in this Minority Report, but on account of his departure we had no 
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time to agree on further particulars and I therefore respectfully 
submit, annexed to this report, my individual arguments and sug 
gestions.

Surplementary remarks to Minority Report on Bills Nos. 18 and 19. 

It may not be opportune now to consolidate the entire Public 
debt, but circumstances may change within a year and the Government 
should be ready at any time to accept favorable terms whenever ob- 
tainable. We have waited aay years for @ closer political union 
with the United States and should not defer any longer any improve- 
ment in our financial affairs on account of such uncertainty. 

If it should be deemed advisable not to disturb the bonds 
held here, the consolidation or refunding can be confined to the 
bonds held in London, as recommended. The interest to be paid out 
abroad would be certainly less than the present amount. in every 
case the interest and discount should be a great deal lower than in 
the bill and the new bonds should be for a long term of years from 
80 to 50 at the Government's option to redeem sooner. A number of 
years' savings in interest are required to make up for the loss in 
discounts and expenses. If the Minister should not be able to carry 
out the plan of consolidation on these terms, he will at least gath- 


er further information on the subject, under the authority of this 
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Act. 

For this purpose the following amendments are recommended to 
Bill No. 18: 

i. insert in premable, line 6, behind the word "loans", "as 
are now held in London up to the amount of One Million Dollars". 

2. Section 1. Cross out in line 4 the figures $3,450,000" 
and ingert "$1,000,000." 

3. Section 2, Cross out in line 4 the word "gix* and in- 
sert "4 1/2", 

To Bill No. 19. Section i. 

Cross out all words behind "“exeeed" in line 5 and insert in 
its place: "Hight per cent on bonds issued under the authority of 
the said Aet bearing not more than four and a half per cent inter- 
est."

Supplementary remarks to Minority Report on Bilis No. 20 and Zł. 

It is evident that a number of improvements in the public 
roads and buildings, wharves, etc. are an immediate necessity, in 
order to develope the country properiy and that it is impossible to 


pay for all this out of the current receipts., 
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The appropriations asked for under this loan act are not to 
hand as yet, but they will be in the neighborhood of One Million 
Dollars and therefore a limit to this amount as recommended seems 
sufficient. 

It is desirable that home capital should have the preference 
if the bonds are taken at par or even at 2% discount.. But if suf- 
ficient bonds cannot be gold on the Islands then there seems to be 
no reason why they should not be placed in the market in San Francis 
-co, New York and London. I+ is true that the interests will have 
to be sent out of the country, but against this the capital has to 
be invested here first of all, to enable the Government to carry out 
the intended improvements, ‘most of them being investments, which 
will pay in indirect taxes, more than their cost and interest. 

Public improvements will beneficiaily effect all business en- 
terprises, by the circulation of more money and will especially ben- 
efit the laboring classes during the present hard times. The rate 
of interest will no doubt be satisfactory to Capitalists, but at the 
same time the Goverrment should not be obliged to wait till large 
dividends and profits enable our resident capitalists to make in- 
vestments in Government bonds. Suppose the dividends should be 
small and the parties not disposed to take up bonds on Government 
terms, then all improvements under this Loan Act w111 have to be 
stopped and progress delayed. In faet the Government would be placed 
in an unpleasant position between Capital and Labor. 


It is algo imrossible to prohibit the sale or transfer of 
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bonds acquired in Honolulu to any parties abroad in the United 
States or Europe and the only difference would be that private par- 
ties earn the profits which the Government aims to secure for it- 
self. 

Therefore, although favoring Hawaiian investors, no terms 
ean be made, which will be solely beneficial to these parties. 

There is no reason to feel against foreign capital, as we 
have needed it in the past and will need it in the future to build 
ur and strengthen our old and young industries. If these foreign 
loans should tend to reduce the regular rate of interest on the 
Islands, there will be no harm done as a low rate of interest gen- 
erally produces prosperity or at least assists enterprising men to 
make their ventures or undertakings renumerative to all parties in- 
terested in the same. 

The financial plan underlying the idea of having these bills 
Nos. £0 and 21 separated, although No. 21, is merely an appendix to 
No. 20, seems plausible and commendable. 

Some of the details are certainly debatable and it cannot be 
the province of a single number to define the same.

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The Special Committee to whom were referred Bills Nos. 18, 19, 20 
and 21, being commonly called the*Loan Bills", beg leave to report 
as follows: 

No. 18, being An Act to authorize the consolidation of the 
Publie Debt, they recommend be laid on the table, 
In the opinion of this Committee the time has not arrived for the 
undertaking of the consolidation of the Public Debt, on account of 
our proposed political union with the United States, as well as 
uron the ground of policy. It is conceded that London is the finan- 
cial center of the world, and it would be there we would have to 
look for the sum needed and necessary for that purpose, it is cer- 
tain that the debt could not be consolidated here, and we do not 
know what could be done in the United States, all inquiries having 
been made in London. The greater part of the bonds now issued are 
held here, and consequently the money collected as interest is 
spent here, in the event of a consolidation of the whole debt, and 
the taking up on the new bonds by a foreign syndicate, the probabil- 
ities are that they would all be taken up abroad, and consequently 
the interest would all be spent away and would thus be ea continual 
arain on the country. 

A consolidation of the Publie Debt on the lines laid out hy 
Bill No. 18, should take place some time, as it will be a great 
saving in interest to the country, but the Committee believe that 
the matter should be more looked into, and terms obtained and the 


Probable cost, between now and the next Session of the Legislature 
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as well as to the fact if the Loan could be placed in the United 
States. As Biil No. 18, has been recommended to be laid on the ta- 
ble, the same course naturally follows as to No. 19, Bills No. 20 
and 21 the Committee also recommend be laid on the table. 

Under the Loan Bill of 1892-98, there is now available for 
purposes therein named, provided the bonds are taken, the sum of 
$126,755. The Minister of Finance informed this Committee that the 
annual average home sail for bonds was in the neighborhood of 
$225,000. The Committee are aware that if the projected internal 
improvements are to be carried on, more money must be obtained, and 
by a home loan if possibis. Our bonds are selling in the London 
market at a premium and here at par, we believe that a home loan for 
$500,000 would be taken herd, and without loss in the way of dis- 
counts or commissions and at par, but it is fair to make some pro- 
vision that can be made use of if necessary. We therefore suggest 
that the Executive Counchl take into consideration the placing of 
a loan for the sum of $500,000., the bonds to be sold for not less 
than 98 and interest at not more than six per cent per annum, and 
that the objects for which the money is to be spent be limited by 
the Act authorizing the loan, and that such Act be submitted to the 
Legislature at its present Session.

We, the undersigned residents and tax payers of the Island of 
Maul, as personally interested parties respectfully petition your 
Honorable Bodies, That provisions be made for the construction 
of the proposed new wagon road from the Port of Makena to Kula di- 
rect as shown by the map of the general route hereto annexed, and 


submit for your consideration the following facts: 


First. In the Legislative Session of A. D. 1890, an appro- 
Priation of $12,000. was passed for the purpose of building this 


road, but that appropriation was not drawn upon. 


Second. Mr. W. Bruner having gone over the route as shown 
in the map, passed upon it as being the proper location for a road 


which would be the mueleus of a considerable system of well graded 
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roads, opening up the whole region to profitable farming. 


Third. There is already considerable freighting from the 
farm lands of Kula to Makena Landing, which owing to the present 
condition and grading of the present road is principally confined 
to pack trains at an expense of transportation that is a heavy bur- 
den on the cultivators of the richest farming lands on Maui. With 
good roads as proposed this expensive transportation would be re- 
dueed in cost 50 to 75%, thus inducing séttlement of the lands now 
uneultivated, and greatly inereasing the profit and taxable value 


of the farm lands. 


Fourth. The future extension of this road through the Kula 
Homesteads and corn lands to Makawao would be of great advantage to 


the business of that section. 


Fifth. The branch of this road that shouid in the future 
be puilt to Ulupalakua, Kanaio and Kahikinui, will open a large and 
valuable tract of Government land suited for farming and fruit 


raising. 


Sixth. A branch from this proposed road connecting with 
"Kihei" and Wailuku, would be so much done toward the much needed 


road eround the Island of Maui. 


Seventh. We are informed and understand that an attempt is 
being made to belittle the importance of this road for the benefit 


of the proposed new landing at "Keiheit. By reference to the map

REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE, 


Under suspension of the Rules, 
Honolulu, May 4th, 1896. 
President of the Senate, 

Sir: 

Your Special Committee to whom was referred the Petition 
of the Central Committee of the Uniao Portugueza, an organization 
purporting to represent the Portuguese population of the Hawaiian 
Islands, beg leave to report as follows: 

The petition states: 

That the majority of the Portuguese residents and tax payers 
of these ispands were invited and encouraged to come here by the 
Past and present governments of the country. 

That they immigrated to these shores not only as laborers but 
for the purpose of becoming permanent settlers. 

That after years of hard labor mostiy under the pernicious 


Contract system, many of them have, through their industrious habits 
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pecome settlers in divers ways. 

That they have brought with them or taken unto themselves 
here, E R whieh, during their residence of sixteen years, 
have largely increased so that their total number now exceeds 
18,000 souls. 

That the invasion during the last few years of Chinese and 
Japanese, into these islands has been such that the remuneration of 
lebor hes been reduced to such a figure that it has become almost 
impossible for European and other working men to subsist on the wa- 
ges offered, 

That at the same time the cost of living has not materially 
been reduced while the taxes on the poorer classes have beon stead- 
ily increased out of proportion with the taxes paid by large land 
owners and corporations, who not only by law are well protected, 
but by their great influence in the general affairs of the country. 

That the Portuguese residing here are finding themselves un- 
der peculiar conditions, far away from home, and, owing to the iso- 
lation of these islands, prevented from seeking new fields to better 
their condition and ensure the future prosperity of themselves and 
families, 

That under these circumstances they find themselves in a po- 
sition not only affecting the present grom up generation but also 
the large number of their children born or reared here, and whose 
future is cast in Hawaii as their country. 


That as a class they do not claim to be entitled to any sepa- 
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-rate privileges from any other class although they feel tnat tneir 
reculiar circumstances impose a moral responsibility for the future 
of themselves and their children on the shoulders of them who brought 
them here. 

The Petition prays the Legislature to adopt measures at this 
Session which will further restrict Chinese and Japanese immigration 
to provide a more equitable system of taxation and to devise means 
for the better protection of the laboring classes. 

Your Committee does not find that since the arrival of the 
various shipments of Portuguese laborers, wages for Portuguese la- 
borers on plantations have been reduced by the immigration of Chi- 
nese and Japanese laborers or from any cause, such wages at the pres 
cent time being about what they were when the Portuguese laborers 
came into the country. 

While it is true that small property hoiders in some cases pay 
taxes upon a higher proportional assessment than is the case with 
large property holders, there has been no inerease in the statutory 
Tate of taxation on real and personal property since the year 1886. 
The disproportion in the assessment of large and small properties 
arises mainly from the defective methods of assessing property pro- 
vided by the present statutes. We call your attention to the fact 
that the Legislature is alive to this unsatisfactory condition of 
our tax system and is endeavoring to correet it by new enactments. 

We feel assured that the Legislature appreciates the import- 


ance of the Portuguese element of the population of the country and 
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their industry and thrift, and especially recognizes the value to 
the community of their domestic qualities, and the proportionate 
large numbers of families and children among them. With these ehar- 
acteristics in view, legislation has been carried through, opening 
the public lands of the Republie for settlement in the hope that 


thereby opportunities of materially improving their conditions and 


prospects might be furnished to many industrious persons and fami- 
lies including many of the Portuguese part of the community. | 
We would call the attention of the Petitioners to the Land | 


Act passed by the Legislature in 1895, and more particularly to 


parts 6 and 7 of said Act, where they will find provisions for ob- 
taining homesteads not to exceed eight acres in good agricultural 

land without charge, and Homesteads of much larger extent on very 

reasonable terms, 

In regard to the introduction of Chinese and Japanese labor- 
ers, we feel that the numbers admitted must be strictly limited to 
the necessary needs of the industrial enterprises of the country. 
But to prejudice these enterprises by shutting off their supply of 
necessary labor entirely would entail misfortune upon the whole 
country and upon all wage-carners. 

Your Committee is fully alive to the importance of encouraging 
the further immigration of European laborers and families, and shall 
Tecommend the Legislature to take action to encourage this class of 
immigration. |

Committee on the matter of the design for a great seal, heving in 
conference, had under consideration House Joint Resolution No. 1 and 
the report of the Senate Miscellaneous Committee thereon, beg leave 
to report that an agreement has been reached as follows: 

After careful consideration we concluded that the main fea- 
tures of the design adorted by the House were very appropriate and 
that with some alterations in matters of detail the design would be 
made altogether unobjectionable. 

The following alterations recommended by the Senate Miscella— 
neous Committee have not been adopted for the reasons stated. 

That the bars in the first quarter of the shield be replaced 
by the Hawaiian Jack. This would make a radical change in the 


shiela and give too much prominence to the Jack which is onee rep- 
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-resented in the flag held by the Goddess of Liberty. 

That the malo in the figure of Kamehameha I, be lengthened ana 
that the band over the shoulder be removed. We prefer to adopt the 
costume as represented by the statue in front of the Judiciary 
Building, believing that in the future that statue will be looked 
upon as a typical representation of the old Monarch. 

That the bird Phoenix be replaced by Diamond Head. The diffi- 
culty of this idea is that if a representation of Diamond Head were 
reduced to the dimensions necessary to get it into the space it 
would not only be so small as to be hardly distinguishable from any 
other rock, but also altogether out of proportion with the rest of 
the design. Nor would it look well to have the shield between the 


hill and the rising sun. 


The modifications which we have made are as follows:- 

The “tabu sticks" have been made correct. 

The rays of the sun have been improved upon. 

The foliage has been altered: 

And the bird Phoenix has been changed to conform more to such 
representations of her as we have been able to find in the books 
and magazines. 

We feel that there is ‘little foundation for the objections 
that have been raised to this part of the design, and we believe 
that Phoenix is a very proper and appropriate symbol of the "new 
birth" of the country upon the inauguration of the Republic in 1894. 


The conference Committees unanimously recommend the adoption 
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of the design. 


A substitute Joint Resolution will he offered embodying the 


design as modified in accordance with the above.

This Bill covers a period of twenty months. 
Your Amaat dini the following facts. 

That in consideration of the free carriage of the maiis 
by the "Oceanic Steamship Company" all the charges in the bill have 
in the past been sendito by the Government 

That in ENA 1894, a law was passed by the Executive and 
Advisory Councils of the Republic of Hawaii, authorizing the Execu- 
tive Council to make contracts for mail service between ports in 
Hawaii and ports in North America, and grant aid to steam-shirs 
carrying such mail. The Executive is authorized in this law "to 
make contracts for the carriage of mails for any time not exceeding 
two years, upon such terms and conditions as they may deem best for 
the publie good,,and to grant to the vessels of any such contractor, 
in consideration of.the free carriage of such mails, freedom from 


all port charges, except pilotage, and a free space for the storage 
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of coal for the use of such contractor, not to exceed three thousand 
tons at any one time." Under this law the Minister of Finance 

hus felt that he had no authority to remit the charge for water 
which is not "A Port Charge”. 

we find that the Executive Council made a contract with the 
Canadian Australian Steamship Combany, under the provisions of this 
law, granting freedom from all the charges we find in the Bill 
against the "Oceanie Steamship Company” except in the charge for 
"Water Furnished", and the Hospital Tax. 

That the Minister of Finance offered to make a similar con- 
tract with the Oceanic Steamship sane put that their agents here 
W. G. Irwin & Co. replied "that they hed not sufficient authority 
to act in the premises". 

That on July isth, 1995, the Minister of Finance wrote to J. 
D. Spreckels & Bros. of San Franeiseo, in regard to this matter, 
offering to have a settlement, and to make a contract with them, to 
which letter the Minister received no reply. 

In regard to this Mr. Irwin expresses his belief that J. D. 
Spreckels & Bros.* neglect to reply was not intentional, but owing 
to the press of business. 

We find on comparing the amount of mail carried by the "Ocean- 
ie Steamship Company" for a certain reriod with the amount carried 
by the "Canadian Australian Line" for the same period, that the 
Canadian Australian Line carries only about fourteen per cent as 


much mail in pounds (weight) as the Oceanie Company. 
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Moreover the passenger and general service of the "Oceanic 
steamship Company" is of so much greater value and importanee to the 
Islands, that your Committee feel that the Government can, in the 
interests of the public, afford to make a contract with this Company 
on more liberal terms than are made with the "Canadian Australian 
Steamship Line". 

The Government is empowered under the lew mentioned above to 
make a contract "upon such terms and conditions as they may deem 
pest for the public good". Your Committee after careful considera- 
tion recommend that the Minister of Finance enters into a contract 
with the "Oceanic Steamship Company" for the free carriage of maiis, 
granting them, in addition to the Port Charges allowed in the law, 
the free use of water to a reasonable amount; and that, if the "Oce- 
anie Steamship Company" will enter into such a contract, and in con- 
sideration of their doing so, the Minister of Finance be oni 
to cancel the debit balance against said company, which is practi- 
cally the charge for "Water Furnished",

Your Committee on Publie Lends and Internal Improvements 
to whom was referred Senate Bill No. 35, to provide for the perma- 
nent settlement of Kapiolani Park have had the matter under con- 
sideration and find that this is an opportunity to acquire permanent 
Possession of all that portion of the Park proper, nearly 26 acres, 
not now owned by the Government, and if this is not now taken by 
the Government, will be sold to private individuais, which would 
reduce the size of the Park by nearly one third of its area, as soon 
as the present Lease expires, in about ten years, leaving for the 
Public Park only what is now bounded by the Race Track, minus a 
small seetion at the South East end of said Race Track. 

The beach lots, containing an area of 8 1/2 acres, to be given 
in exchange are valuable lots, very desirable for lease or purchase, 


by private individuals, but are not available to the Government for 
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any such purpose for the next twenty two years, when the present 
Lease expires. And the same condition applies to the lots of about 
3 1⁄2 acres above the Park, included in the exchange, though of less 
value than the beach lots. 

In view of the good it will be to the publie to have the 
present dimensions of the Park retained permanentiy, which can now 
pe accomplished without any outlay of publie funds, by a fair ex- 
change of land, and that it can thereby come into the immediate pos- 
session of the Government, we recommend the passage of the Bill.

REPORT OF DEPARTMENT. 


Minister Cooper presented the following: 
DEPARTMENT OF THE JUDICIARY, 
HONOLULU, H., I. MAY 1, 1896. 
To the President, 

Sir: 

The question upon which the opinion of the Justices of 
the Supreme Court is asked by the Executive is stated in your letter 
of the 28th ult. as follows: 

"Has the Legislature authority, under Articie 97 of the Con- 
stitution to exempt property from taxes that is owned or held by any 
Association having or maintaining in or upon such property any sec- 
tarian, denominational or private school?" 

Article 97 of the Consitution reads, "From and after December 


3lst, 1895, no public money shall be appropriated or publie land 
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conveyed to or for the support or benefit of any seetarian, denomi- 
national or private school, or any school not under the exelusive 
control of the Government." 

In the absence of Constitutional restrictions, the rower of 
the Legislature to exempt classes of property or persons from taxa- 
tion in unquestionable. 25 Am. & Eng. Enel. of Law p. 156. The 
Constitutional provisions to secure equality and uniformity of taxa- 
tion are hela not to prohibit the exemption of certain classes from 
the general law, the mie of equality and uniformity applying only 
to such objects of taxation as the legislature may select. Id. 

The exemption from taxes in question (i. e. of private schools) 
is not within thé letter of the prohibition of Article 97 of the 
Constitution, which forbids only grants of money or land for such 
schools, and which does not forbid all aid of any character. 

An exemption is not literally a grant of the same amount or a 
conveyance of the same value. The argument might be made that the 
release of a certain object of taxation from the operation of the 
general law necessitates the importation of heavier taxes for public 
purroses upon objects not exempt and that the exemption is equiva- 
lent to a grant of money of the same amount to the exempted object. 
The argument is a rather forced one, and it is doubtful if its prem- 
ises are true. Cogent reasons may readily be imagined which may 
have moved the framers of the Constitution to insert the prohibition 
in question forbidding appropriations of money or conveyances of 


land to private schools, which would be not good reasons against 
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exempting such schools from taxation. As courts are bound to solve 


reasonable doubts in favor of legislative authority and must have 
eleer and strong convictions that an Aet of the Legislature violates 
ea Constitutional provision we feel authorized to advise vol aes 
such an Act of the Legislature as is the EEE oF your inquiry, 


would not be in contravention of the 97th Article of the Constitu-

Your Committee on "Commerce, Agriculture and Manufac- 
ture", to whom was referred Senate Bill No. 38, entitied "An Act 
to amend Articie 6 of the Civil Code, relating to the Post office 
Department", beg leave to report that we have had the same under 
consideration. 

This Bill we find also amends An Act approved January 10th, 
1885.. We therefore recommend that the Title be amended so as to 


read as follows. ‘An Act relating to the Post Office Department and 
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amending Article VI of the Civil Code, and An Aet approved January 
10th, 1885, amending the same." 

For the same reason we recommend that Section 3 of the Bill be 
amended so as to read as follows: 

"Section 3. Article VI of the Civil Code and the Act approved 
January 10th, 1865, amending Section 407 of the Civil Code, ana 
adding a new Section to be numbered Séetion 407 (a), in so far as 
they conflict with the provisions of this Act, are hereby amended 
to conform with the same." 

The penalties proposed in the Bill we consider a littie high, 
and recommend that the penalty in Section 1 be amended by inserting

The Speciali Committee to whom was referred Senate Bilis Nos. 
20, 21 and 36 commonly called the Loan Bills beg leave to report as 
follows: 

After due consideration it has been decided to offer a sub- 
stitute aet in place of those referred to this Committee. In draft- 
ing this Act the Loan Billi of 1892 has been taken as a basis, but 
some additions have been made as for instance, the payment by the 
government, of a premium of not to exceed 5%, if wishing to redeem 
at any time within ten years, the life of the bonds; also by making 


the principal of the bonds a charge upon the consolidated revenue 
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of the Country. I+ has also been deemed advisable to reduce the 
rate of interest, and the substitute act limits the rate to not 
more than five rer cent. The amount asked for by Act 26, was 
$750,000. the Committee after going through the different items 
named with members of the Cabinet and for which the money is to be 
spent, have increased the loan $2600. which inerease, included 
quite a number of items not in Aet 36, but which the Committee 
thinks should be provided for; the principal items being for new 
light houses in different portions of the Republic, and being a much 
needed improvement, and also a safeguard to our marine interests. 

We therefore recommerid that Aets Nos. 20, 21 and 86, being 
entitied respectively, "To Provide for Publie Loans", "To Define 
and Limit the Powers of the Minister of Finance under Sections 8 
and 9 of an act passed at the present session of the Legislature, 
entitled "An Aet to provide for a Public Loan"," and "An Act making 
special appropriations for public improvements under the authority 
of an Act entitied, "An Act to provide for public Loans, &e. *, " 
be laid on the tabie, and that the bill herewith submitted as a sub- 
stitute pass instead.

consideration. 

The Homestead Act of 1884, which was consolidated and amended 


by the Aet of 1892, was an aet to encourage bona fide resident sèt- 
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tiers of small means, and to enable each one to obtain a small lot 
of land as a home. 

We find that in some cases the lots have been arrraised at too 
high a valuation, so that the persons taking them have not peen 
able to pay for the land in addition to necessary improvements, and 
have been obliged to give up the land, losing all they have put upon 
it; and in some cases, ,their suecessors, of the first and second 
degree also, have been obliged to surrender the land for the same 
reason, 

In some cases lots have been aprraised at two, three, four and five 
times the proper value, as a Homestead, or for any other purpose, 
and the applicants appear to have been without remedy - they simply 
had to go without any land, or else take the lots at whatever valu- 
ation was placed on them, and try to pay for them if they could, 
and when they could not do so, lose their improvements, and every- 
thing they had, which, in cases of excessive valuation, are a hard- 
ship that ought to be remedied, as it is contrary to the spirit and 
intent of the Act. We therefore consider that in the interests of 
the Public, and algo of the Government, such cases are fit subjects 
for ré-atpraisement, and recommend the Passage of the Bill.

Your Committee appointed at the Special Session of the 
Legislature to investigate and report on the matter of wide tires, 
and to whom was referred Act 2, entitled "An Act coneerning Vehicles 
Tires ee ore peg leave to report as follows: 

Considerable information has been obtained by your committee 
on the subject of wide tires for vehicles on highways; the most 
complete being that contained in Bulletin No. 12 of the U. S. Depart 
-ment of Agriculture, office of Road Inquiry. 

This taper gives the results of a number of experiments show- 
ing that on soft roads less force is required to haul a given weight 


on wide tired wheels than on narrow. i+ also gives the regulations 
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adopted at nine different states and the width of tires prescribed 
in Austria, Frenee, Germany, Switzerland and Canada. 

All of the facts point rlainiy to the necessity of regulating 
the width of tire on vehicles carrying heavy loads, in order to save 
the roads from damaging wear. The only question is as to the method 
of such regulation. Different methods have been adopted in differ- 
ent States and counties, but the prectical working of each method as 
compared with the others has not been easily determined. In Michi- 
gan the owner of a lumber wagon wnich is made to conform to the wide 
tire regulations receives a rebate on one fourth of his assessed 
highway taxes; in New York under one of the Statutes of 1898 a re- 
pate of one half; in 1895 a bill was introduced in the New York 
Senate providing a fine not less than five dollars nor more than 
twenty five for the violation of the ordinance made; in Queens Co. 
N. Y. an ordinance prescribed a fine of $10. for the first offence 
and imfrisonment for the second; in Ohio a law passed in 1891 allows 
a fine of not less than five nor more than fifty dollars; Kentucky 
makes a distinction in favor of broad tired wagons by charging less 
toll than for narrow tired wagons; in Vermont there is a fine of 
ten dollars,.anc further the offender is liable to the town for dam- 
ages to the public highway; in Massachusetts an act was introduced 
in 1895 exempting from taxation, vehicles which chould conform to 
certain wide tire regulations. 

The Vermont Highway Commission measured and weighed a large 


number of wagons, and arrived at the conclusion that the maxium 
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weight including wagon, allowed rer inch of tire on each wheel 
550 lbs. 

Your Committee think that a simple rule will be to make the 
width of tire proportional to the diameter of axle, and that the 
regulation be enforced by means of an increased annual tax on every 
vehicle not conforming to it, and recommend the passage of a sub- 
stitute act on that basis presented herewith. The change from nar- 
row to wide tires cannot be made at short notice without involving 
great expense and hardship to the owners of vehicles, so a consider- 
able time must be allowed to complete the change. Your committee 
believe that four years should be sufficient. 

Only a trial will determine whether a simple law can be framed 
which will meet the requirements of the various conditions of the 
roads in the country districts as well as those of the macadamized 
roads of Honolulu; but there is no question of the advantage of wide 
tires in preserving roads and the attemrt should certainly be made 
to gain that advantage.

Answer, The treaty provides that the same privileges be granted 
to the citizens of Japan as are granted to citizens or subjects of 
other nations; that they shail pay at all times such duties and 
taxes as may be exacted from citizens or subjects of other nations. 
There is nothing to rrohibit the rassing of a law increasing the 
duty on sake, provided thet it be a general law affecting a11 liquor 
of similar character; but a law which would single out sake and 
discriminate against that liquor would not be in conformity with 
the provisions of the treaty.

Senate Bill No. 18 having been referred to the Executive Coun- 
cil for its action, we report as follows: 

It seems to us as against public policy.to reserve for park 
purposes any territory east of the Waiakea stream for the following 
reasons. 

il. A portion of the Water Front cast of the Waiakea stream 
will be required for public purposes in connection with the new 
wharf which is in contempletion at that locality, and the future 


development of the business of the port of Hilo may require the 
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water front land of Makaoku for the development of wharf facilities. 

Be It is probable that under the prospective increase of com 
-merece of the Port of Hilo, Cocoanut Island may be required for 
Quarantine purposes. 

We recommend striking out Section 3, as its provisions might 
be onerous to property holders to a degree not justifiea by the 
necessities of the case. 

We feel that it is desirable to include the Wailama stream in 
such reservation for park purposes, as it would in time become an 
importent feature of such park. 

We submit the accompanying draft as a substitute for the bill 
in question.

PREEIDENT' § MESSAGE, 


TO THE LEGISLATURE OF THE REPUBLIC OF HAWAII. 

I herewith return House Billi No. 56, being An Act entitied 
"An Act providing for the recording of final judgments and decrees 
affeeting titles to lands", received by me from the Joint Committee 
of the Legislature June 6, 1896, for your consideration. 

the following are my objections to the Bill: 

J; The word "affectingt in the first line of Section 1 is 
too indéefinité and general in its meaning for the use to which it 

is put. With this word it will sometimes be difficuit to say exact- 
ly what judgments should and what should not be recorded. 

A judgment for a defendant in an ejectment suit may be said 
to affect the title to the land in dispute although it does not 
chenge the status it was in before suit was brought, inasmuch as it 
may remove a cloud on the title, and at any rate removes whatever 
prejudice may have been caused to the tile by the suit. 

A deeree of heirship sometimes affects the title to land, yet 
it may be a question under the statute whether such a decree should 
or should not be recorded. So also with a deeree appointing an ad- 
ministrator under a contested application. 

These are but illustrations representing a considerable number 
of cases in which although the title to land may not be the matter 
in issue, yet it may be direetiy or indirectly affected by the judg- 


ment or decree, 
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Zi No provision is made for the expense of Registration. 

3. No limit of time is named in which the party interested 
in the registration of the judgment may be safe from being forestall 
-€d by a subsequent purchaser who shall first procure the registry 
of his conveyance; the words "subsequent purchaser" in the Act being 
evidently intended to apply to a purchaser from a party in possess+ 
ion, pending litigation. 

The rrovision as it stands would be an encouragement to a de- 
feated party having possession pending litigation, to attempt to 
neutralize the judgmert or deeree, by arranging for a third party 
ignorant of the proceedings to take a conveyance and immediately re- 
cord the same upon the filing of the judgment or deeree, thus fore- 
stalling the registry of the judgment or decree and depriving the 
successful rarty of the fruits of the litigation.

PRESIDENT'S MEESAGHE. 


TO THE LEGISLATURE OF THE REPUBLIC OF HAWAII: 

I herewith return for your reconsideration, House Billi 51, en- 
titled "An Act to inerease the Duty on Spirituous Liquors, Still 
Wines and other Beverages made from materials other than Grape Juice 
amending Chapter 25 of the Laws of 1892, entitled An Aet to amend 
Charter 28 of the Session Lews of 1878, relating to duties". 

My objeetions to the said Bill are as follows: 

It seriously discriminates against fermented liquor largely 
imported from Japan known as Saki. 

While it is true that Saki under the provisions of the present 
law pays lower duties in rroportion to its alcoholic strength then 
the other liquors of the same class such as lager beer, stout and 
ale, it would under this bill if it should become a law pay far 
higher duties than those liquors in proportion to its alcoholie 


strength. I am reliably informed that nearly all the saki which is 
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imported for sale as a beverage contains over fourteen per cent of 
alcohol, it being necessary for its keeping qualitiés that it should 
contain about sixteen per cent. This would make it liable under 
this bill to a duty of $1. per gallon or about 6 cents for each 
degree of alcoholic strength, whereas lager beer, stout and ale pay 
from 3 to 5 cents, 2 1/2 cents, and from 2 to 2 1/2 eents per degree 
of Aleoholic strength respectively. 

Digtilied liquors ray from 7 to 11 2/8 per cent on each degree 
of aleoholic strength, thus under the bili before me, saki in its 
liability to a duty of upwards of six cents on eacn degree of alceo- 
holic strength.should approximate to the class of distilled liquors. 

I feel that legislation is desirable in order to piace saki in 
its proper Tosition as regards its liability to duty in relation to 
other liquors of a similar character. 

I am informed that saki is almost the solc intoxicating bev- 
erage of the Japanese part of our community, a great many of these 
people are of small means, and a large inercase of their accustomed 
stimulant such as would be caused by the inerease of duty contempla- 
ted by this bill, would be to them a sefious hardship. 

These people are an important rart of the Hawaiian community 
and are not directly represented in the Legislature. This faet em- 
phasizes the duty of the Legislature of watching their interests and 
assuring to them as far as possible the equel protection of our laws
